Marketing Problem 
Faces Valley Crude 

May Have to Ship East if Many More 
Wells Come In. High Freight Rat^s 

In conversation with an oil man 
who knows whereof he speaks, he says 
if two or three more large producing 
oil wells are brought in, oil d'stiibut- 
ing companies will have a market 
saturation in Alberta and Tuiner Val¬ 
ley' crude will have to be shipped far¬ 
ther east. Today Valley oil is shipped 
all over Alberta and Eastern B.C. and 
the western fringe of Saskatchewan. 
The next move will be to ship our 
crude to Mooso- Jaw and Regina in 
quantity. There are thirty wells dril¬ 
ling in the Valley and should they 
strike crude yields, it will then be 
found necessary to find a maiket in 
the East. The matter of freight rates 
for Alberta crude will then be a vital 
question. Meanwhile the ‘demand for 
crude in Saskatchewan has dwindled 
and the situation is rather perplexing. 
The fear of government increasing tax 
is also having its effect on oil stocks 
and* leases, in fact in development 
work.

Agricultural Writer in Saturday 
Night Takes Igjng Range Survey 
, of Drought Periods 

Perey Wright, in an article in Tor¬ 
onto Saturday Night, discusses the 
drought problem of Western Canada. 
Perhaps the article was written before 
conditions became as acute as has de¬ 
veloped in the last two or three weeks. 
It is difficult for those who are suffer¬ 
ing under successive seasons to view 
things on a large, calm scale, but Mr. 
Wright presents, some information of 
interest. He Says: “I have lived in 
North Western Saskatchewan from 
1907 to 1937, and can state that for 
general farming, every year has been 
too dry*Jfhe truth is that wheat grow¬ 
ing is best suited to a relatively dry 
season. 

The low precipitation of the prairie 
provinces is caused by the Rocky 
Mountains, and as the Rockies have 
been there a long time, so have drought 
conditions. The coalbeds and dinosaur 
bones are evidence that Alberta was 
once not northerly and arid, but hu¬ 
mid and warm. The Rockies are known 
to be recent as geological time goes. 
All the evidence on the prairies is that 
the area has been semi arid for cen¬ 
turies. The dryness is not entirely a 
debit, it alone has been responsible 
for making the West a wheat country, 
with valuable cash crop, prosperous at 
times. The lack of excessive rainfall 
is responsible for the fertility of the 
prairie soil since little or nothing is 
lost by teaching. ^ 

if it had not been for .the Rockies and 
the influence of chinook winds, the 
prairiesWould have been like'Ontario’s 
clay belt south of James Bay. 

“With dryness, considering the lati¬ 
tude, there has been great gain of 
heat. The area round Medicine Hat 
ami Maple Creek enjoys as much heat 
units per season as a large part of the 
settled area of the east. Growth on 
irrigated lands is evidence of the di¬ 
versified possibilities. The dry belt 
which can be put under irrigation will 
eventually become one of the richest 
parts of Canada, enjoying most stable 
conditions. 

Irrigation ha3 not yet come into its 
own. in process of time the high charg¬ 
es and lack of markets will be over¬ 
come and much of the present dry belt 
will eventually be irrigated. However, 
Canadians, accustomed to rapid ex¬ 
ploitation of patural resources, are a 
remarkably inadequate people in seek¬ 
ing out policies best for their country 
over a long period. 

“Apart from irrigation there is lit¬ 
tle that can be done to ‘save’ the 
'bought area. Crops do not grow by 
Legislation. A certain deterioration 
has occurred from cropping and soil 
drifting,but small compared with re¬ 
sources untouched. 

But man cannot make a rain. The 
prairie is naturally barren, and it is 
doubtful if tree, planting will become

The whole 
city moves by pressing buttons and 
making signs. He wonders what the 
world is coming to, and expresses him¬ 
self to that effect when he gets home 
to mother and the boys. He says ma¬ 
chinery has sapped the vitals of city 
people. He even wonders how they are 
going to pay for all their equipment 
and worries about their taxes. 

Then when the city man journeys 
countryward he is overcome at sight 
of all the high-powered machinery. He 
recalls the good old days of the single¬ 
furrow plow; and when he sees a far¬ 
mer dallying round on a tractor it 
bums him up.' “Sitting there pulling 
levers!" he exclaims, “when they 
should be building up muscle and 
brawn. I tell you when the farmer 
starts thinking of comfort, the coun¬ 
try’s headed for ruin.” 

Perhaps if farmers were more secre¬ 
tive about their machinery it would be 
better. But the mass of equipment 
scattered round the average farm does 
compel attention. They say that a 
threshing machine parked in a yard is 
a sure Bign that a farmer is poor. And 
if he is very poor he usually has two 
threshing machines. Another observa¬ 
tion is that only the most stubborn of 
farmers can resist anything that 
hasn’t to be paid for until the fall, 


which explains quite a bit of this 
bright red stuff adorning the country¬ 
side. It is only fair to grant that ma¬ 
chine companies are the last word in 
goodwill—until the fall. 

It seems a pity when the city man 
and the country man enjoy their re¬ 
spective contraptions so greatly that 
eacji should regard the other as indulg¬ 
ing in sinful luxuries. All that is need¬ 
ed is a little more co-operation. If 
each would consume twice as much ol 
what the other has to sell, the city 
men could pay for his button pressing, 
and the farmer could get Clear of ma¬ 
chine companies. Then they coujd go 
forward to more labor-savers, so that 
they would have more time and energy 
for golf or political meetings, as the 
case may be. Then all Albertans 
would be prosperous and happy, in¬ 
stead of being ruined. 

Oil Talk 

A new record has been established in 
the Turner Valley field for quick dril¬ 
ling. Rqbert Wilkinson of the National 
Petroleum Well No. 1 informs us that 
drilling work started on May 11th and 
on the 31st day of July the recorded 
depth of well was 5020 feet. It is fur¬ 
ther stated that indications are bright 
for production. 

Ranchmen’s well near Aldersyde is 
drilling below 7225 feet and oil and 
gas showings have been quite continu¬ 
ous for the last 65 feet. „ 

Monarch Royalties is continuing its 
production of over 1000 barrels daily. 
The gravity of the oil has increased 
recently, being 47 degrees Baume and 
the company receives $1.75 per barrel. 

' R. A. Brown stated on Saturday that 
B. & B. Royalties produced 9997.4 bar¬ 
rels in the 24 hours ending 8 a.m. Sat¬ 
urday. Oil is being produced between 
tubing and the casing. The tubing was 
lowered close to the bottom and will 
be pulled up about 200 feet and then 
production will be taken through the 
tubing. This may increase the output: 

The rotary equipment from the 
Monarch well is being moved to Sunset 
location and it is expected that instal¬ 
lation of machinery will be completed 
within a week.

.partan endurance that is almost unbeatable. They have 
not all curled up. 

The people here have learned to tighten their belts and 
:ake a licking standing up. There is less calamity howling 
iround here than in the Ontario newspapers, who are con¬ 
signing the west to the waste basket. 

Two inches of rain the last of June would have changed 
the picture around here completely. We all know that. Our 
'ountry can produce a crop with a very little rain. And it is 
going to rain in seasons to come. 

Help and encouragement will be needed. There is nothing 
o be gained by making things bluer than they really are. 
bet’s all do what we can to lighten each other’s burdens 
That will make the load a little easier for all. 

Let’s not all get panicky. Outsiders, it seems, are more 
prone to such a line of action than the people living right 
fere. Let calmer counsel and wiser action prevail. Let us 
:ake for our motto the admonition of a commander of a 
iambus British regiment: 

“Steady, the Buffs!” 

ALBERTA SENSE 

Dave Williams, editor of the Collingwood Enterprise, 
sums up the situation in Alberta as follows: 

Some political common sense is showing up in 'Alberta- 
There, on an advance made by the new Liberal leader, E.L. 
Gray, who, by the way, is a native of Grey county, in On¬ 
tario, it is probable that coalition may be formed with the 
Conservatives to battle out the situation brought about by 
I’remrer Aberhait and his Social Credit followers.

A farmer may owe a five thousand dollar mortgage and 
pay it off over a period of years without ever meanwhile 
having had as much as one thousand dollars in the bank 
at any one time. How? No secret at all. By growing and 
selling wheat and hogs, one crop at a time. And similarly 
a province may pay off its debts by producing wheat and 
hogs and selling them, and being content to consume for 
the moment-just a little less than it produces. t->. 

Furthermore, a single dollar in a busy week mlyy pay off 
ten dullars worth of outstanding debt. Mr. Aberhart him¬ 
self has talked so much about the velocity of circulation 
that we thought he understood it; but if not, this is how it 
works. , 

At the end of the month Jones pays his grocery bill with 
a twenty dollar cheque. The grocer banks the money an< 
then pays his dentist with a twenty dollar cheque. The den¬ 
tist pays his tailor’s bill with a twenty dollar cheque. The 
tailor pays his landlord with a twenty dollar cheque, and 
the landlord pays Jones the twenty dollars he .owed him 
for painting the house. A hundred dollars of debt j>aid 
with twenty dollars of bank credit! Simple, isn’t it? But 
it is exactly the way bank credit or “money” does operate. 

If the “social credit” pundits would give just a little 
more attention to the established and familiar facts of real 
economics they wouid not so frequently confuse their fol¬ 
lowers and themselves. Certainly there is no excuse foi 
any lasting confusion in the present case.—Calgary Her¬ 
ald.

Fur Farmers Move 
Away from Alberta 

■ Claiming that it will be next to im¬ 
possible to operate their business ex¬ 
cept at a loss, or, at best, to break ev¬ 
en under the new fur-farming regula¬ 
tions now being enforced by the Social 
Credit Government, the fur farmers in 
the vicinity of Cold Lake in northern 
Alberta are seriously considering mov¬ 
ing their establishments to the land 
on the north and east sides of Prim¬ 
rose and Cold Lakes, which is situated 
in Saskatchewan. 

These northern ranches state that 
the" regulations controlling mink and 
other fur farms which hitherto were 
in force ip Alberta made it a doubtful 
venture to balance their books on the 
right side of the ledger but under the 
new fur farm laws, their financial 
statements are almost sure to be “in 
the red.” 

One'of the new regulations institut¬ 
ed by the Alberta Government to 
which emphatic complaint is made is 
that which requires that a man oper¬ 
ating a farm to raise fur-bearing ani¬ 
mals must own the land he uses.— 
Christian Science Monitor.. 

Saskatchewan Cattle 
Shipped to Ontario 

Condit ons down in Ontario made a 
strong appeal to Nat McLaren, who 
returned on July 22 after spending a 
month at his former home in Tiverton. 
With sufficient rainfall, the country¬ 
side looked prosperous and farmers 
were satisfied.’ Wheat growing is not 
carried on to any great extent now, as 
they find that stock rais ng and mixed 
farming is more profitable. There is an 
abundant crop of hay, alfalfa and clov¬ 
er, which only commands a price of 
from $2 to $3 per ton. While at Tor¬ 
onto he saw thousands of Saskatche¬ 
wan cattle in the stock yards, being 
sold to farmers to finish and prepare 
for maiket. These cattle were priced 
at from $20 to $30 per head. 

Farm labor costs $2.00 per day and 
board, while road work labor costs $3. 
He did not see much evidence of un¬ 
employment and his opinion is that 
business conditions generally is on the 
upward grade. On the whole he is glad 
to be back in Alberta where he hopes 
to harvest a 10 or 12 bushel wheat 
ciop this year if hail does not come.

Crop Testing Plan 
Prove Advantageous 

Improvement Observed by Farmers 
Who Folliiw^ABvice of Crop Testing 
Officials 

One hundred and eight farmers’ 
wheat samples representing grain be¬ 
ing grown on their own farms, were 
tested in a small plot at Blackie this 
year. The samples were collected from 
the Blackie, Herronton, and Mazeppa 
districts. The samples were analyzed 
at a field. day held at the plot on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon last, by W. D. Hay, 
assistant superintendent of the Do¬ 
minion experimental station, I^eth- 
bridge. Mr. Hay classified each far¬ 
mer’s sample according to the quality 
of the grain. 

The crop testing plan is a method 
for improving the quality of grain 
crops and it is sponsored by the Na¬ 
tional, Alberta Pacific, Searle, Midland 
& Pacific, Northern, British America, 
and Home elevator companies, and 
assistance is given in the work by 
such governmental' bodies as the Do¬ 
minion experimental farms, the Do¬ 
minion seed branch, the provincial de- 
partent of agriculture, the universi¬ 
ties, and the provincial schools of agri¬ 
culture, who supply trained cerealists 
to analyze the grain samples. 

In the fall of the year when grain 
is being delivered to the elevators, 
agents of these companies select a 
small sample of grain from the wagon 
or truck, and these samples are grown 
in a small plot the following year. 
When the grain is headed out, and the 
different varieties can be distinguished 
a cereal.expert from one of the men¬ 
tioned institutions anl.vzes the plot 
and classifies each sample according 
to “A's,_fc- “B’s,” or “C’s.” "A” sam¬ 
ples represent grain which is true to 
variety, suitable for the district, and 
such grain is good for use as seed. 
"B” samples are those containing a 
small percentage of mixtures, and far¬ 
mers growing this class are advised to 
secure a new supply of seed as soon as 
possible, whereas “C” samples are 


those t^adly mixed or the variety is<un-l 
suited to the district and farmer^ aref 
strongly recommended not to usdth/t 
material for seed. During the vvhvt^r 
months agents of these companies ar-' 
range for farmers growing the poorer 
quality grain to exchange some of 
their grain through the elevator for a 
quantity of seed from those growing 
"A’s.” * 

Out of the 108 samples in the plot, 
37 were classed as "A’s,” 16 as “B’s,” 
and 55 as “C’s.” The plot was located 
on Mr. R. Dorrett’s farm, Blackie, and 
alongside the plot he had a few acres 
of fine Red Bobs wheat sown with reg¬ 
istered seed secured through the crop 
testing plan from Howard Wright of 
Airdrie. The plot was particularly 
well cared for, and was in' charge of 
B. F. Kellicut, National agents assist¬ 
ed by Geo. Scott, Alberta Pacific, and 
R. G. Jarvis, Searle agent, at Blackie. 
There was a good attendance of far¬ 
mers at the field day, and keen interest 
was shown when Mr. Hay discussed 
the different varieties, and outlined the 
work of the crop testing plan.

(Continued from Front Page) 
an important feature of field crop cul¬ 
ture. They are not even much use in 
soil drifting, but they do lower wind 
velocity and are very valuable in col¬ 
lecting snowdrifts for moisture. But 
trees do not change the climate. 

Though we cannot make it rain we 
can do other things. 

(1) Develop rust-resistant varie¬ 
ties of wheat. This has already been 
done, and the new sorts, not yet gen¬ 
erally available, may be expected to be 
sufficiently multiplied for widespread 
use in a year or two. The new wheats 
will not only prev'ent the repetition of 
such disasters as those of 1916 and 
1935, but will, permit the centering of 
the wheat area further east and fur¬ 
ther north than would otherwise be the 
case, and in these districts the other 
hazards are less extreme. 

(2) Initiate local irrigation pro¬ 
jects. This is under way, encouraged 
by the activities of the Rehabilitation 
Commission. There are very great 
possibilities ip this line of attack. It 
will not increase the wheat crop, but 
will mean gardens, and perhaps ’some 
alfalfa fodder, for farmers who other¬ 
wise might have little or nothing. 

(3) Encourage the local storage of 
reserves of grain and fodder. I am 
not sure whether there is a place for 
legislation preventing the sale of the 
last few bushels of the grain crop. 
There may be. 

(4) Definitely withdraw the driest 
districts and the soils most subject to 
drifting from cultivation. Knowledge 
of the capabilities of each district is 
now beginning to accumulate, and the 
agricultural experts of each province 
would have no difficulty in de-limiting 
such areas. 

(5) Slow up the losses of soil fer¬ 
tility from drifting by encouraging cer¬ 
tain cultural practices which have been 
shown to be of value, including strip 
farming in the windiest districts. This 
will help a good deal even now, but fif¬ 
ty years hence, the difference will be 
immeasurable. 

The future of western Canada is 
probably brighter than it seems at the 
moment. The seasons vary enormous¬ 
ly. "Neither the medium-dry years 
which we have come to regard as “nor¬ 
mal,” nor the recent excessively dry 
years, can be looked upon as freaks. 
Both are likely to recur at intervals. 
The most hopeful feature is the gain 
in wheat prices. If the low prices of 
the depression years had continued 
cultivation would not have been worth 
while even though good crops had been 
secured.

Albertans Look for 

Sane Leadership 

_ 

It is unfortunate for us in Alberta 
that we did not have at the head of 
our provincial government a man of 
the calibre of E. L. Gray, leader of the 
Liberal party in this province. He is 
not of the visionary, or the pulpit 
pounding pious type of man. He has 
sound, practical sense and the courage 
and vision to lead this province out of 
the humiliating position we now oc¬ 
cupy. We present, in brief, his view 
on the steady drying-up of the lakes, 
rivers and of the soil itself in Alberta. 

“Brit'sh engineers early discovered 
and described a large semi-arid reg¬ 
ion in Western Canada, corresponding 
to the present drouth areas, Mr. Gray 
pointed out. He illustiated his point 
by quoting from precipitation records 
of the past 52 years at Med cine Hat. 
In 32 of those years precipitation was 
below 12 inches, the minimum for 
farming. In twenty-five years it was 
below 10 inches and in eight to ten of 
the 52 years it was below seven or 
eight inches. 

“Added to this was the fact that 
evaporation ■ was on the increase due 
to removal of native vegetation, which 
had formerly served 4s insulation. 

* The amount of rainfall was not 
changing, but distribution and control 
of rainfall were changing. High water 
peaks were becoming higher; low wa¬ 
ter levels were becomng lower. 

“A very serious and grave situation 
is increasing in the a.eas south and 
east of Calgary. 

“The cause of failure was plain 
Prior to 1900 irrigation projects were 
created of necessity and were success¬ 
ful. After that date irrigation devel¬ 
oped into a land-selling machine and 
was doomed to failure. 

Contrary to general belief, irriga 
tion did not mean small scale farming, 
he continued. In the Eastern Irriga¬ 
tion District at Brooks, farming an 
ranching were carried on side by side. 
For each acre of irrigable land, ther< 
were 35 acres of range land. 

“The future of irrigation does no; 
lie in close blocks of small farms. 

“Irrigation could be extended wide 
ly. In the Bow Valley there were at 
least 600,000 acres of land suitahh 
for iirigation. The highest form of 
agriculture came in irrigation dis 
tricts.
